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FOREWORD 

Elie  Faure  in  The  Dance  Over  Fire  and  Water^ 
suggests  the  idea  that  the  character  of  a  people 
becomes  its  style.  To  one  standing  a  little  apart 
from  such  a  crowd  as  that  which  welcomed  the  birth 
of  the  twentieth  century  in  New  York,  an  impressive 
phenomenon  conveying  the  same  suggestion  pre- 
sents itself. 

For  the  din  of  the  thousands  of  individual  cele- 
brants— raucous  and  strident  with  tin  horns  and 
trumpets,  whistles  and  rattles,  shrieks  and  cheers, 
laughter  and  shouts — rising  along  the  sides  of  the 
tall  buildings  as  it  might  through  the  pipes  of  an 
organ,  undergoes  a  subtle  change  and  comes  forth 
at  last  in  an  orchestration  of  tone  that  is  musical, 
sonorous  and  compelling.  It  seems  in  its  solemn 
way  to  make  vibrant  the  fabric  of  the  city  itself, 
expressing  a  theme  too  deep  for  the  consciousness 
of  the  individual  shouter,  yet  voicing  the  weight  and 
pathos  of  the  multitude  of  which  he  is  a  part.  No 
one  who  can  detach  himself  a  little  from  the  crowd- 
sense  can  quite  escape  the  tragic  wonder  and  beauty 
of  that  impression. 

In  a  somewhat  similar  way  the  arts  of  a  nation 
coming  to  us  across  the  gulfs  of  time  and  distance, 
seem  to  carry  a  burden  more  profound  than  the 
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individual  makers  are  aware  of.  What  conscious- 
ness of  warmth  or  cold,  of  labor  or  fatigue,  of  mag- 
nificence or  squalor,  the  individual  Egyptian  may 
have  felt,  is  lost  to  us — but  the  dread  of  relinquish- 
ing the  visible  world,  the  horror  of  impermanence — 
this  common  denominator  of  their  dreams  is  the 
undertone  of  all  the  art  of  the  Egyptians,  as  the 
conscious  delight  in  life  was  of  that  of  the  Greeks; 
the  dread  of  an  austere  God,  that  of  the  people  of 
the  early  Middle  Ages.  In  material  form  these 
moods  become  the  very  style  of  their  respective 
periods. 

In  the  assembled  works  of  the  Jugoslav  artists 
we  find  also  a  time  and  a  race  conveying  itself. 
With  a  poignancy  which  seems  a  little  strange  to 
some  of  us  who  wear  life  differently,  with  a  candor 
which  is  unknown  in  the  presence  of  that  frantic 
mask  of  cheerfulness  which  our  own  popular  arts 
display,  with  a  readiness  to  use  discoveries  of  the 
modern  experimenters  in  the  field  of  emotional  ex- 
pression— these  paintings  of  Jugoslavia  invite  our 

earnest  attention.
